CHICAGO, Feb. 17—Severe storms are today sweeping the entire west 


and southwest country, with the exception of the Pacific coast. Trains are 
stalled in snow drifts in parts of the middle west, travelers are 
reported 


missing in Oklahoma, stock is freezing and famishing 
on. the 
western 


plains and burled in the valleys of the hilly regions where snow falls, 
foity to sixty feet in depth have occurred. Winds in undiminislied velocity 
continue to carry towards Chicago the coldness of the far northwest and to- 
day promises to be coldest of the year. The lowest temperatures this morn- 
ing are: Williston, N. D., 30 below; Bismarck, N. D., 28 below; Huron, 2S 
below; Moorehead and Duluth 24 below; St. Paul, 20 below. la Chicago 
the sudden drop of 20 degrees to a maximum of 10 below zero has great- 
ly intensified the suffering of the destitute families.

The Court decreed that the father 


should pay $15 per month for the sup- 
port of the ehild and he paid this mon- 


ey until a few months later, when he 
filed in Court a motion that he be re- 
lieved from paying for the support of 
the child on the grounds that it was 
not his. He alleges that his wite had 
deceived him and made him believe 
that it was uie fruit of their marriage, 
when it was a foundling of unknown 
parentage. 


After a long trial a decision against 


Kraus was rendered, and this decision 
was upheld today, the Court of Ap- 
peals holding that "To stigmatize the 
mother and to deprive the child of its 
birthright are matters of the gravest 
importance and should not be done ex- 
cept upon clear and unequivocal testi- 
mony and of such force as to leave no 
reasonable doubt."

bett shot J. Wilkes Booth who killed 
Lincoln, but Ritter positively stated 
that Booth was alive at that time 
(1895) in Brazil and that it was Edw. 
Fuchs who was shot by Corbett. Fucis 
was an actor who bore a striking re- 
semblance to Booth. 


Ritter said that in 18G5 he became 


an attache of the Ford theatre in 
Washington, assisting on the stage m 
German parts. He knew Booth well. 


He says tha't he assisted Booth in 


utes, and 1 must tell some one. I be- 
lieve you are a friend, and I don't be- 
lieve you would do anything to injure 
me. Did it ever occur to you that I 
was anything but an ordinary painter?, 
1 killed the best man that ever lived. 
I asked him who it was, and he an- 
swered, 'Abraham Lincoln.' 


"I couldn't 
believe it. I thought 


probably he was out of his head. He 
said: 'Don't doubt it; it is true; I see 
you cannot believe it, but it is true. I 
am going to die in a few minutes.' He 
told me he was rich and had written 
his life and left it in book form, and1 


that after his death it would be pub- 
lished. He said he was T. Wilkes 
Booth .and taking pencil and paper he 
wrote it down—a large, peculiar hand.
